in number — wore tiken violently tick, with 
every appearance of poiaooing. Asiderof 
the brido died from the effects of .tbOi poison. 
Within the past few days the bridegroom of 
this occasion has propusedi UD Salopcment 
with a young lady, a Miss Becnet, and in 
his pjBt letter to her gives u full liiHiory of 
tho poisoning nt the wedding, aeki.owlcdniiig 
ihut ho pul u quantity ot arefinio iiiLo llio 
pol from which the coflea was prepared, and 
saying that ho did it in revenge for tbe man- 
onr in which tbe family bad Ircaled b>^> 
nil litter was 'placed lb tbe 'bands of 
oHiceis, who eflUcted the arrest of Vannalla 
lasi night. After examination ho Was com- 
milled t ijail in default of baii,Bxed nt 85 000

In our liiBt isHiio wo pointed out the 
prcBont nocessily for proteciion to our 
agiicuhuristB, ponding a more advanc- 
«d stage in our farm improvcmcntH, 
when wo shall bo ablo to oopo with 
our neighbors in tho productions from 
tillage and stock raising, wlieii oar 
hHls and valleys will resound with 
lowing herds and bloating shoop ; 
when every farmer's household will be 
presided over by ft frugal helpmeet, ond 
ro»7i<oheckod cbildron with morry 
laugh vrlll make glad the heart of the 
brradUwiDDer wbOQ be seeks tho cosy 
home of bis own orealion. Such a 
ti(Qe,j we^ tbink, is not' very diHtaot, 
bat . before we reiaob that period, we 
have maob to do in foBteriog our trade 
ini order to attraot to oar shores the 
kind of population that will form the 
nucleus of » thrifty people. To ac- 
complish this we tnuBt have trade, be> 
cause we must afford the imccediate 
moans of oarnirg a livelihood to all 
that como to us. How many tbousands 
have como to this city and have been 
compelled tc leave it, not because they 
had any objection to the country or 
that they doubted in tho least tho 
natural resources of iho Colony, but 
because there was no immediate emo 
ployment to ensure the wherewith to 
live, No one who ever came hero 
left ua without rogrot, and if they 
could have earned suflScient to buy 
their daily bread would certainly 
have reuaoiiied. Persona coming here 
from the old country or from Cunada, if 
Ibi-y cannot obtain em,iloyment, ore com- 
pelled to go over to the Sound or back 
to' San'FraDcisco. It is not merely the 
loss of population which we suffer, but 
also the profits on the labor and con- 
BOinption of these immigrants, who go to 
BW' II the population and increase the 
wealth of our neighbore. With an in- 
crease iu our trade wo should be able to 
employ^ these persons until tbey bad 
soted sufficient to buy farms and stock 
them, when they would give place to 
others who would bo in their turn con- 
sumers; thus gradually sprt-ading wealth 
and prosperity throughout the laud. We 
have merchants amongst us who haTe 
the talent and enterprise to make us a 
great commercial people; bnt their hands 
are tied by restrictive Customs regula» 
tions and extravagant duties on goods 
that would form the staples of our trade. 
If the more sensible among our legislutors 
Buggost a reduction of the duties on 
articles that would meet with ready sale, 
and thus by rapid diBposal and replace- 
ment produce double or treble the present 
revenue derived from ihem, at oue-half 
the present duty, the Executive imme- 
diately takes the alarm, and by sheer 
comliination of all its elemeuts, votes down 
anvsatteinpt to .create a more workable 
tariff." if the one or two members of the 
Lerislative Coancil who have any know- 
ledge of c'ommgrclBl usage, or economic 
science, introduce a measure to liberate 
our trade from iraujuiels that are ouly 
productive of injury to all concerned, 
those welUmeaning gentlemen who wield 
our destinies, immediately put a veto 
upon it by sending the enactmeut home to 
Efigland for approval, which is simply 
another way of deftating the measure, 
no matter liow important it may be to 
the weliheing of the Colony. do not 

believe that the loembers of the Execu> 
tive Council oppose the efforts of our 
merchauts to save the Colony from de- 
popnlatmu, from ouy reason other than 
their ideas of prndtnt Government. 
Most o( tlieni arc deeply interested in 
the advancement and prosperity of the 
Colony, aod if it>were possible to inspire 
them with the true knowledge of success 
in business we do not doubt that ttiey 
would bo tiie most ardent snjjpnrters of 
the very measures they show such un an- 
tiput^'V for. It Ih truly doplorable that 
inti-lligent gentlemen, oti any other sub- 
ject than that of commerce, should per' 
peirate such blunders; and that with 
every respect fir tliem personally, we 
should be co(n|iulied in warn them that if 
tliey I re incupablo of Judf^mg on a sub-i 
j(!ct that involves tlic prosperity or ruin 
of lie whole comuiuiiity, tt»iy had better 
rpsign their posiiioQii into the hands of 
men whose v ews are better adapted lo 
the age wq live in and to the people whoso 
welfare is placed iu their bauds, and 
wliose eniire earthly possession^ are de- 
pendent Oil their g'liduiico. 'l"bo Governor 
bhouid at unce place bimseif in cummuniua- 
tiou with the people throt?gb iheir repre« 
■ •ma'ivea and ad'^pt such aayaiem of 
goveri>nient aa w.oald meat with gen* 
end approval. It ououot be said (hat 
we are a poopl" prur.o to noisy disooiio
